NO MONEY FOR PURE FOODS. 

While Congress, which recently ad- 
journed, enacted a pure food law, there is 
no possibility that this important statute 
can be pat into effect until the next session 
which meets in December, as the National 
Legislature did not make the appropria- 
tions which would enable the departments 
concerned to put the pure food law into 
effect. The Treasury, Agricultural and 
Commerce and Labor departments are, how- 
ever, framing regulations under which the 
law will be enforced, and these regulations 
will probably be ready some time in Sep- 

- When Congress meets again there 
will be an item inserted in the urgent de- 
ficiency bill for carrying on the work until 
the end of the year, and thereafter it is 
hoped that there will be a regular appro-

Thus, you take a piece of putty that is 
somewhat dry, and you invariably use oil 
to soften it. When you just crush it in 





a time, however, the putty assumes a pasty 
condition, ard takes up the oil very 
quickly. If, however, you to 
work it in the oil, the putty becomes short 
and brittle in the grain. Butter acts very 
much the same with water as putty does 
i with oil. 
‘ The method usually used by those cream- 
eries that have i an abnormal 
amount of water is as follows: They churn 
ata low enough temperature to get. an ex- 
haustive churning and churn butter in large 
granules. They wash the butter very little, 
and then place enough water on it to make 
it float, or about fifty or sixty gallons toa 
churning. The rolls are then placed in slow 
gear, and the butter is worked the same as 
when working in the salt. The number of 
revolutions they give the churn will depend 
on the amount of water they wish to incor- 
porate in the butter. In the winter months 
they usually give it about twenty revolu- 
tions, and in summer eight toten. This, of 
course, depends entirely on condition of 
r ‘putter or temperature of cream when 
charned. Professor Gray of Washington, 
i D. C., who is now associated with our 
i school, and who used to be chemist for the 
: big Continental Creamery Company, has 
told me that so completely did one of 
their makers have this system under his 
contro], that he did not vary the moist- 
ure content of his butter over one per 
| cent. during one month where Mr. Gray 
made chemical analysis daily. When you 
first begin to work butter in water, the 
moisture content is expelled from the but- 
ter, but after it softens up it takes up water 
very rapidly ; so that the greater number of 
revolutions you give the churn at this 
period the higher your water content will 
i be. Of course, excessive churning will 
give you the same result, but the water con- 
tent cannot be kept as uniform as in the 
other method. To get uniform results in 
churning, cream should be cooled at least 
two hours before churning. It would be 
better to cool it four hours. After the but- 
ter has been worked the desired number of 
j revolutions, the water is removed, and the 
Ps butter is salted at the rate of about 7} 
pounds of salt to every one hundred pounds 
of butter fat. This leaves about 34 per 
cent. of salt in the finished product. It 
| takes about twenty revolutions with the 
Disbrow churn to incorporate salt, a:4 fif- 
teen with the Victor churn. Where extreme 
fancy butter is desired, it is better 
to avoid the excessive churning or work- 
ing the butter in water. I would advise 
{ churning in middling large granules, 
L and have the butter gathered in about 
H thirty or forty minutes—not hard or vely 
soft, but pliable to the hand. Remove but- 
termilk as quickly as possible, and wash 
‘with water at about the same temperature 
asthe butter. Apply salt as soon as wash 
water is removed, while the butter is yet 
soft. It is the water in the butter that 
' 









































































































largely dissolves the salt; hence, if salt is 
quickly mixed with the butter when it is in 
a moist condition, it will require less work- 
ing to get the salt thoroughly dissolved. 
Many creamery men make the mistake in 
the winter months of permitting their but- 
terto drain to dryand become somewhat 
chilled before applying the salt. This in- 
variably means extra working or mottled 
butter, and a low per cent. of moisture. 
If one creamery gets five per cent. more 
overrun than another creamery, ora gain 
of five pounds on every one hundred pounds 
of butter, it is only reasonable that they 
can pay mure for butter fat.—D. L. Mackay. 

























The Retail Milk Route. 


Selling milk directly to the consumer is 
the most profitable branch of dairy farming. 

With clean, sweet, honest milk and a re- 
liable man to deliver it, there is usually 
but little trouble in building up a good, re- 
liable route. A few customers well served 
will advertise the business, and the trade 
will increase, 

Keeping the cows clean is a good point. 
Bed them well and wipe off the udders be- 
before milking. Soluble dirt cannot be 
strained out. 

Washing the cans is important. Rinse 
well with cold water, then use washing 
powder and hot water. Then rinse again. 
If hired help wash the cans, watch while 
the work is being-done. 

Set the cans out of the way of falling 
chaff and dirt. 

Many customers are lost by selling them 
badly strained milk. Run it through sev- 
eral thicknesses of straining cloth and cool 
it to 60°, 

This cooling is a main point in making 
the milk keep well. If no iceis used, cold 
well water answers if fresh for 
each pail of milk to be cooled. The cooling 
should be done promptly, no leaving the 
pails in the barn until convenient. to take 
them to the milk room. The germs that 

i make sour milk grow fast in the first fifteen 
minutes in warm milk. Like young weeds, 
they are best checked at the start. Glass 
bottles for milk are a nuisance from the 

milkman’s point of view, but the best trade 
usually requires their use.

The prices of all lines of poultry are 
well sustained, at least so far as native 
stuck is concerned, especially broilers. A 
few lines of Western stock show slightly 
lower prices.

Ducks, both native and Western, are lower.

The market opened the week quietly for 
both fowls and spring chickens, but sup- 
plies were light. which caused a firm hold- 
ing, and one-half cent higher is now gener- 
ally asked for fowls, though demand is 
limited.
